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REPORT OF THE TRUSTEES. 



To His Excellency, Kichabd Yates, Governor of Illinois, 

Sir — The Trustees of the Illinois Southern Hospital for the Insane 
have the honor to submit to your excellency, the sixteenth biennial 
report with that of the superintendent and treasurer, from July 1, 
1902, to June 30, 1904. 

The ordinary affairs of a well governed hospital are so uniform and 
regular that there is little room for variety in the biennial reports. 

Notwithstanding the lack of funds, we are pleased to note many 
improvements in the past two years that will greatly add to the com- 
fort and safety of the patients. These improvements consist of four 
Bender fire escapes that have been erected at the main building, 13,- 
453 square feet of granitoid walks, a new brick bam to take the place 
of the one destroyed by fire and the general kitchen has been enlarged 
to meet the requirements of the institution. 

For other improvements, movement of population and per capita 
costs, we respectfully refer you to the report of the superintendent, 
in which will be found a full and detailed statement. 

The Forty-second General Assembly made the following appropri- 
ations: —

Widening road 5,000 00 

Buildmg stone walks on avenue 5,000 00 

Remodeling employees quarters 12,000 00 

Changing heating and plumbing system in north wing 3,000 00 

AN INFIRMARY FOR THE SICK IS NEEDED. 

The sick cannot be as well taken care of in the ordinary wards as 
in a building erected and equipped for that puipose. Consumptive 
X)atients should have separate wards and this building will also re- 
lieve the congested condition of the south wing in the main building, 
where 40 female patients are compelled to sleep on the floor of the 
ward. 

This building should be strictly fireproof. We estimate the cost 
and furnishings of the same, $50,000.00 and respectfully ask that this 
amount be appropriated. 

In closing this report we desire to express our gratitude to your 
Excellency for the kindly interest and uniform courtesy received at 
your hands.

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SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT. 



To the Board of Trustees of the Illinois Southern Hospital for the 

the Insane. 

Gentlemen — I herewith present to you my report as superintend- 
ent of this hospital, covering the biennial period from July 1, 1902, 
to July 1, 1904. 

MOVEMENT OF POPULATION. 

On July 1, 1902, this hospital contained 1,085 x>3'tients, of whom 
588 were males and 497 females. During the biennial period 396 
males and 304 females have been admitted, making the total number 
of patients under treatment 1,785. Of this number 570 have been 
discharged as follows: As recovered, 81 males and 78 females; im- 
proved, 126 males and 82 females; not improved, 21 males and 10 
females; transferred, 7 males; died, 84 males and 81 females, leaving 
in the hospital at the end of the biennial period 665 males and 550 
females, making a total of 1,215 i)atients. The percentage of deaths 
to the whole number under treatment is 9.24, or an annual death rate 
of about 4.62. 

AMUSEMENTS. 

Every possible amusement, of which our means and situation will 
permit, is provided for the i)atients. During the winter we have 
weekly dances, lectures, magic lantern exhibitions, home talent min- 
strels and theatricals, and in the summer we have frequent games of 
base ball, in many of which the patients participate. 

RELIGIOUS SERVICES. 

Beligious services have been held in the chapel every Sunday after- 
noon during the past two years for the benefit of patients, employ^a 
and oj£cers. 

ACKNOWLEDGMENTS. 

We feel under many obligations to the publishers of newspapers 
who have furnished their papers to the hospital for the past two years. 
These papers are distributed to the diflFerent wards on Sunday morn- 
ing of each week, and are greatly appreciated by the patients. 
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BEQUIBEMENTS FOB THE NEXT BIENNIAL PEBIOD. 

We estimate that we will need an ordinary appropriation per annum 
of $172,000 to keep up the necessary furnishings of the hospital. This 
is based upon a population of 1,200 patients at a net per capita cost 
of $143 per annum. The high prices of most of the articles that enter 
into our general consumption have made it quite difficult to avoid a 
deficit during the past year. 

During the past two years we have expended $30,423.39 for repairs 
and improvements, and I would recommend that you ask for $15,000 
per annum to cover this item. 

PABM MACHINEBY AND STOCK. 

The appropriations we have been receiving for several years for the 
purpose of keeping up our farm machinery and stock have been 
wholly inadequate, and I would urge upon you the neeessity of hav- 
ing it increased to at least $3,000 per annum. In my opinion, at 
least two-thirds of the above amount should be expended for fertil- 
izers alone. 

PUBNITUBE. 

There has been little, if any, furniture purchased for the hospital 
for several years, and the condition of our wards in many cases is 
such that they will practically have to be entirely refurnished, and I 
would recommend that you ask for an appropriation of $7,000 per an- 
num for the next two years for buying furniture. 

BUILDING WALKS AND WIDENING BOAD. 

The hospital owns and maintains the avenue leading from the 
grounds toward the city of Anna for a distance of 4,855 feet, and as 
you are aware, at one point where this road crosses a ravine, it is too 
narrow for safety, and I would suggest that you ask for an appropria- 
tion of at least $5,000 for the purpose of widening this part of the 
road, and for the sum of $6,000 for the purpose of replacing the pres- 
ent plank walk along the avenue with a stone or cement walk. 

FEMALE INFIBMABY. 

At the present time we have room and beds for 645 male patients 
and only room for 475 female patients. I would recommend that you 
ask for an appropriation of $50,000 for the purpose of providing addi- 
tional room for female patients. During the past year, when the in- 
stitution was crowded, we were compelled to sleep as high as 60 
patients in the halls. 

BEMODELING EMPLOYEES' QUABTEBS. 

I renew the recommendation which has been made several times 
heretofore in regard to remodeling the quarters for the male employes 
and would recommend that you ask for at least $12,000 for this pur- 
pose. 
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CHANGING THE HEATING AND PLUMBING SYSTEM IN NORTH WING. 

The present heating system of the north wing of the main building 
was placjed in the building many years ago and is in need of niimer- 
oTis changes to make it harmonize with the remainder of the plant of 
which it is a part, and which, after the fire of a few years ago, was 
changed to a modem system. 

The same condition is true of the plumbing system, and I would 
recommend that you ask for $3,000 to make these changes. 

In conclusion, permit me to extend to you, gentlemen, my thanks 
for the wise counsel and hearty cooperation in all efforts for the better 
management of the hospital.
